I inspected the Moravian of Thames Agency 
on Monday the 25th ultimo and beg to submit the 
following report. 


x x x 


. I visited the one Day school on the reserve. 
This school is in charge of the Rev. Harold Wilding who is 
also the Missionary. Twenty-two pupils were present. The 
teacher reports attendance very good. Emerson Snake, 
Truant Officer, is an efficient officer and attenting to 
his duties. There is a good live atmosphere in the school. 
The pupils are a bright healthy looking lot. Agent Stone 
states that the Rev. Wilding takes a deep interest in the 
welfare of the pupils at school and in their homes. 


Seven pupils from this school are attending 
vocational and high schools in Chatham and London and are 
making excellent progress. All the school pupils have been 
vaccinated. 


The school is a brick building and is in very 
fair condition. The residence in connection with the school 
has been greatly improved by the addition built last year 
by the Department. The school and residence is an example 
of eare and tidiness to our Indian people. 


There are a few small improvements needed at 
the school and recommended. 


A book case for library books. The teacher has been 
given a quantity of used books for the use of the 
pupils and has no place to keep them. A suitable 
book case could be built locally at a small cost. 


A porcelain water container with tap for drinking 
water for use in the classroom, also + doz. drinking 
cups. These articles can be procured locally by 
Agent Stone. 


If the lower half of the three east windows were frosted 
or given a coat of white lead, it would improve the 
light conditions. The teacher is anxious to have this 
done.

The Inspector states 
that a suitable bookcase could be built locally at 
gmall cost, and I have to request that you will 
arrange to have a locel carpenter build a bookcase 
of the size required, No unnecessary expense should 
be inourred or expensive materials used. Locke 
with keys should be provided for the doors, and the 
bookcase painted or stained to match the general 
appearance of the room, 


A porcelain water container with tap for use in the 
Classroom, slso half a dozen drinking cups. The 
Inspector states that these articles can be pro- 
cured locally, and I have to request that you will 
arrange to purchase a water container of a size 

and type considered eatisfactory, aleo 6 drinking 
cups. 


The lower half of the three east windows should be 
frosted or given a coat of white lead, The 
Inspector states that if this were done it would 
improve lighting conditions and that the tescher is 
anxious to have these windows attended to ag mentioned 
above.

I might state that Mr.Inspector McGookin 
is acquainted with these repairs,as I ‘rew his attention 
to the same on an occasion of a visit« to this Agency. 


I would estimate an expenditure of $ I70.00 
this would include new steps to front entrance, and 
new flour on front porch of 2" seder plank, with 
concrete bed to carry steps,and concrete aide railings 
to top of porch landing end continuing to School, in 
order to make footing for porch posts,also a I}" * pipe 
for center railing.There will be ten,ten inch steps, 
inetvead of eight to porch landing.I recommend tearing down

In reporting on his inspection of the 
Moraviantown day school on the 25th instant 
the Public School Inspector, Mr. Geo. A. Pearson, 
writes as follows: 


"The classroom is very dirty. The wainscot, 
floor and doors do not appear to have been washed 
for months. The dust is very bad. There is a 
great amount of rubbish in the basement. It should 
be removed. There are no electric lights, though 
power is available. The front steps are rotted. 

One entrance would answer for this school instead of 
three. I would judge that it is many years since 
this building was painted. It is in a very unsatis- 
factory condition at present. Toilet paper should 
be provided. A new roof will be a necessity in the 
near future. There are very few hooks left in the 
cloakrooms."

I have heen interviewed,and requested by 
Mrs R.eJ.Ross the Moravian Day School teacher,to take 
up the matter of sinking a water well for the use 
of the teachers residence.Mr.and Mre Ross as well as 
ogher Missionaries have had to use water from the 
school well,which is a community well,in fact it is 
used by every one,and in a lot of cases not ina 
very sanitary way.Mre Ross has had each school child 
supply themselves,with a water cup,as a prevention 
of spreading dksease, 


You will noge in Dr.D.L.Stewart's monthly 
reports and accounts that syphilis is quite prevalent, 
and among those who have no other source of water 
supply other than the schoo].The children as well 
as adults continually drink water from the well by 
useing their hand under the pump spout,this practice 
has been discouraged with some success, 


I would be pleased’ with the authority of the 
Department to sink a surface well for the use of the 
residence.I am sure a surface well could be had for 
the digging.I estimate this would require an expenditure 
of approximately $ 50.00 which would include digging, 
bricking,pump end plumbing.

Extract from Inspector Pearson's report on the

As I pointed out in my last report, the dust is 
very bad. Some form of dust layer should be 
provided. The caretaker should be required to 
scrub the floor at least monthly. In general 
the work of the caretaker is only fair. The 
steps are in a dangerous condition. They should 
be repaired at once. The furnace should be 
repaired or replaced. Additional hooks should 
be provided for the cloakrooms.

Dear Sir: 


In reporting on his inspection of the 
Moravian Indian Day School on the 29th ultimo 
Inspector Pearson states that the steps are in 
a dangerous condition and require immediate 
repairs.

When I used the word ‘deplorable’ in reference to the 
furnace in the Moraviantown Day School I did not mean that 
it was beyond redemption but that it is in a aaa state that 
requires attention . The school was redecortaed just two 
years ago and the walle are almost as black as ever now. Type 
furnace SMOKES.When Mr.Doucet was here he remarked about it. 


The furnace has been repaired several times in the past years. 
In fact one dealer told me he had done it -During Mrs, Ross' 
term she had the same trouble-~-SMOKE-- 


The furnace,perhaps, could be repaired . As I stated in my 
letter it is getting more and more difficult to get wood.The 
supply on the reserve is getting low. Men are difficult to 
find to cut it. This year we are lacking NINE CORDS in next 
season's supply.

If it is convenient to have the service near the 
rear of the building then a multibreaker panel may 
be located in the classroom; and the main and 
blackboard lights will need no wall switches, 

as switching is provided in the panel. 


Branch circuits may be concealed or exposed conduit, 
concealed cable, or surface raceway. For wire 

sizes see table on the drewing. Wall switches for 
classroom general lighting should be 20 A. T-rated. 


fhe results for which these classroom lighting 
recommendations are planned will require white 
ceiling and light tinted upper walls. Good 
seeing conditions cannot be obtained with ceiling 
and upper walls darkened or dulled by age. 


Therefore, if there is any doubt about the suita- 
bility of the ceiling and walls, repainting in 
accordance with the foregoing specifications 
should be done as part of the lighting. 


Do not select indirect lighting unless you are 
prepared to have the dust wiped out of the fixtures 
once 4 month, and wash them three times a year, 

and to repaint the ceiling white when it becomes 
discolored or dull in tone. 


Windows at the right of pupils are more of a 
hindrance than a help. Therefore, they should be 
shaded with white Scotch-holland window shades.

Comments: Continued 


It is evident from the small windows of this school 
that the daylight illumination is very inadequate. 

It will therefore be necessary to make liberal use 

of the artificial lighting in order to overcome 

the deficiencies that exist at present. 


If the location of the stove pipe interferes with 
the indicated location of the center row of 
fixtures, it will be better to move the stove and 
pipe sufficient to clear the fixtures, than to 
destroy the uniformity of the lighting by in- 
stalling the fixtures to one side of the center 
of the room. 


In a room of this width two rows of fixtures would 
not be adequate unless it should be that there is 
avery wide aisle down the centre of the room - 8 
feet or more. 


The lighting, if installed according to this plan 
and specifications, will qualify for a Department 


of Education grant. The grant must be approved 
by the local school inspector.

GENERAL CONSIDERATIONS 


Benefits of Adequate Lighting 


The necessity of adequate lighting in classrooms 
has been thoroughly established by scientific research and 
by actual experience. The cost of installing a good light- 
ing system is small compared to the benefits accruing from 
it. Some of these benefits are: minimized eye strain, clear 
seeing from all parts of the room, increased efficiency of 
teacher, independence of variations in daylight, better pro- 
gress and fewer examination failures, greater benefits to 
pupils with subnormal eyes, better discipline, and more 
cheerful surroundings. 


Requirements of the System 


The principal requirements of classroom lighting is 
that it shall provide evenly distributed illumination of ade- 
quate intensity for all desks, with sharp shadows minimized 
and with the least possible glare. 


Types of Lighting 


There are three types of lighting that may be used 
for classrooms. The selection will be influenced chiefly by 
the cost of the fixtures, the provision for cleaning them 
regularly, and the maintenance of the celling in good reflect- 
ing condition, 


Indirect Tungsten Lighting. See plate 2, groups l and 2, 


This is produced by projecting light to the ceiling 
from which it is distributed throughout the room. Consequently 
the ceiling MUST be maintained in a highly reflective condi- 
tion: white or near white. 


Indirect lighting involves the use of an inverted 
bowl or reflector of some sort. Therefore, the dust that 
collects in them MUST be cleaned out regularly and frequently, 
Wiping with a dry cloth once a month, and washing at least 
three times during the school season should be sufficient for 
ordinary conditions. This is particularly important in rural 
schools, 
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The quality of properly designed and installed indirect 


jighting is excellent - softly diffused light that 1s benefic- 
ial to the eyes. 


Semi-direct Tungsten Lighting, See plate 2, group 4, 


This lighting 1s produced by enclosing-glass units; 
No, 1, group 4 is of prismatic glass; unite 2 to 5 are of 
white or milk glass. White glass units to comply with these 
recommendations must be greater in diameter than in depth. 


Semi-direct fixtures are satisfactory if they are of the 
Specified size and shape, and suspended at the specified height. 


The lighting is somewhat less refined in quality than 
indirect, but does not depreciate quite as rapidly from the 
accumulation of dust or discoloration of the ceiling, 


Fluorescent Lighting. 


This is the newest form of lighting, Its higher ef- 
fieciency makes possible the higher intensities of 11llumin- 
ation that are so desirable, without increasing the cost of 
power used, The only fixtures that should be used in class- 
rooms are those in which no bare tubular lamps are visible 
from normal viewing angles, 


In school the pupils spend a considerable amount of time 
looking straight ahead at the blackboard or the teacher, 
If bare lamps are exposed to view the glare would be objec- 
tionable, 


Properly planned fluorescent lighting of reasonably high 
intensity surpasses ordinary tungsten lighting in quality. 


When fluorescent lighting is to be used on 25 cycle power, 
the utmost care is needed in the selection of fixtures that 
will minimize the flicker that is caused by the 25 cycle power. 


Relative Cost. 
Fluorescent lighting is very much higher in first cost 


than tungsten lighting, particularly in 25 cycle districts. 
Indirect tungsten is next, and semi-direct tungsten the lowest. 
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BLACKBOARD LIGHTING 


It is most important that all the pupils be able to see 
distinctly the work that is written on the blackboards. Most 
blackboards reflect glaring light that prevents clear seeing. 
The most effective way of overcoming this is to shade the 
windows that admit the glaring light and illuminate the black- 
boards by supplementary units installed especially for the 
purpose, 


Maintenance 


All lighting fixtures collect dust, particularly indirect 
fixtures of any kind. Dust absorbs and wastes light. This wast- 
ed light is paid for but not received. Cleaning of lightin 
equipment is just as necessary to a lighting system 4s lubrt- 
cation to an automobile. 


Do not let the ceiling become dull with age. Dark ceilings 
increase glare and reduce the efficiency of the ceiling. 


ALLOWANCE FOR DEPRECIATION 


In the preparation of this recommendation an allowance 
has been made for natural depreciation of the lamps and the 
accumulation of dust on the lighting equipment between cleaning 
periods, The lighting will therefore appear higher in intensity 
when the system is new than it will after a few months' use, 


WIRING 


The importance of adequate wiring is evident from the fact 
that a 10% voltage loss, due to inadequate current-carrying 
capacity, will cause a light loss of approximately 24%. Where 
the wire sizes are not noted on the lighting plan there is a 
table on the drawing which specifies minimum sizes, These sizes 
are based on @ miximum voltage loss of 2%, which is in accordance 
with good wiring practice. In no case should wire smaller than 
No. 12 B & S Gauge be used for branch circuits). 


WINDOW SHADES 


Attention is directed to the proper use of window shades. 
They are installed particularly to shield the desks near the 
windows from direct sunlight. 


It is only under the MOST favourable conditions that the 


desks farthest from the windows receive fair daylight illumin- 
ation. When the window shades are drawn over the upper half of 
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the windows, the illumination on desks farthest from the 
windows may be decreased 60% or more, depending upon local 
conditions, 


CONCLUSION 


This plan has been carefully prepared for this particular 
school, Emphasis is Placed on the importance of providing 
lighting in accorda -day standards,

could have ample time to build a new class room,I offered them 
$ 10.00 per month which appeared to be satisfactory,I offered to 
purchase the hall,and they asked $ 2000.00 for it,I did nbt make th 
them any offer as I thought they was asking to much for it.I 
promised them we would redecorate the Hall,and arrange to allow 
them to use the Hall for thsei# monthly meetings, considerable 
Aiscussion arose over them wanting to use the Hall for danceing, 
and relegious gatherings, I left the meeting without obtaining 
their permission to use it,but they where going to discuss it 
further, and would let me know the resulte,I understand one other 
Lodge member came later in the evening,and the prpposition was 
turned down.

Superintendent Stuart Spence has already submitted 
a recommendation to your office that the construction of the 
new school on the above Reserve be done under the supervision 
of a capable Indian carpenter-foreman with Indien lebour. 


I interviewed the Indian Superintendent Spence has 
in mind and he appears to be trustworthy and talks as if he has 
sufficient knowledge to undertake this work, 


I would suggest that Mr. Spence’s proposals be approved 
and that the Purchasing Agent be requested to obtein all the 
materials for early delivery. I understend he hes already hed the 
cellar excavated. So that his job may proceed without interruption, 
I would recommend that he be authorized to purchase locally the 
lumber required to construct the forms for the cellar, The cost 
should not, in my opinion, exceed $100. Arrangements have been 
made with Superintendent F. L. Hall, of Caradoc Indien Agency, 
to send his cement mixer to the Moravian Indian Reserve to be 
used in running the cement for the foundation. It is, therefore, 
imperative that the cement be bought and delivered at the earliest 
possible date. 


The work on the above school, as suggested in my memorandum 
of even date on file 417-9, should be supervised occasionally by

In reply I beg to say that you may purchase one cook 
stove, with the necessary stove pipes, one small table, one 
lamp, one coal oil oan, one iron bed with springs and 
mattrese and two chairs. Before making these purchases you 
should obtain competitive prices from a number of dealers 
and in eaoh case purchase from the firm quoting the lowest 
Price, With'rceference to the cook stove it is considered 
that a medium sized stove would meet the requirements. A 
medium priged iron bed and mattress may be furnished and the 
chairs, table and lamp, while serviceable, should be as cheap 
as possible. You should give the matter of the purchase of 
these artioles your prompt attention and, while they should 
be serviceable in all respects, they should be as inexpensive 
as poseible. When the purchases have been completed you

I have been directed to acknowledge yours of 
the Ziet ultimo, referring to the occupation of the Miseion 
farm on the Moravian reserve by the Rev. J. C. Nethercott. 
Your statement that the arrangement which has been made by 
this Department with the Methodist Miesionary Society ie 
not satisfactory to those immediately concerned. Further, 
I am aware that you and your family are living in a res- 
idence that is hardly adequate for your neede: that an 
addition, a cellar and a barn are required before your home 
will be a pleasant one for a married man. 


In reply I beg to state that the advisability of 
placing you on the mission farm property has been discussed 
at some length with the officere of the iiethodist Missionary 
Society. It has been decided to allow the Rev. J. C. 
Nethercott to continue in hie residence on thie property 
which is loaned to the Methodiet Church for missionary pur- 
poses. 


I wish to inform you that the rental accruing to 
the Methodist church is being devoted to missionary pur- 
poses. You have claimed that, if something can be made 
out of the mission property, the man who is doing the work 
ought to get it. The Department has ruled that the society 
responsible for the missionary activity is entitled to 
such income. The Rev. Mr. Nethercott is paying to the 
church a fair rental for the privilege he enjoys and his 
relation to the church is solely that of a tenant and need 
not concern the active miseionary. 


The Department, ae well ae the Miesionary Society, 
ie desirous of retaining your services and I am explaining 
our position and ruling in some detail. some time ago the 
band was approached with a view to disposing of the prop- 
erty in question and the placing of the proceeds into a 
new mission house to be erected near the council hall. 

This they were not willing to do. The Methodist Church 
and this Department are convinced that missionary teachere 
make better public eervants when not engaged in farming 
activities. 


Provision has been made in the Eetimates for the 
coming fiscal year for alterations and additione to the 
property which you now occupy.

They impress me as being a pretty good type of the race, 
Their homes seem fairly tidy. Was in two or three parlors 


that would do credit to anyone. Had as fine a dinner as King 
Edw 


urd need ask for. There are at least a dozen homes in 
which there is either piano or organ. 


What they call the mission house is in fairly food 
condition, beautifully situated on the shore. ‘Two’ acres 
for garden and a fine orchard. The Indian family occupy- 
ing pays a nominal rental. He has a house of his own 
and as far as I could learn he would not object to the change 
if a missionary came. The house would be worth here $3,000, 
at least. The Indians bought it in view of missionary occupy- 
ing it, and they woul: be glad if he were sent at once. 


The new church is 30 x 45 brick with alcove additi onal 
for choir. It is well scated, lighted, heated ( furns } and 
as clean as a pin. It is the st looked after and neatest 
Indian Church I heve seen.

My dear Sir,- 
I am in receipt of your letter of 

the 13th instant, #172211, respecting the parsonage 
at Chemong Lake. It will be within your know- 
ledge that we have not hitherto occupied Chemong 
as one of our regular missionm,and it was merely 
visited at intervals by a minister from another 
field to conduct religious services. As the New 
England Company seems to have retired permanently 
from work at Chemong I feel it to be a duty to 
make better provision alike for the teaching of 
the school and the conducting of religious services. 
In view of this I requested the Rev. George VW. 
Henderson, of Peterboro, Chairman of that District, 
to visit Chemong and advise me as to what steps 
he considered it advisable for us to take in meet- 
ing the needs of the case. I enclose a copy of 
his report,which althowgh it may né& contain any 
information not already in possession of the De- 
partment will nevertheless show how the situation 
is regarded by an impartial obsorver. 

The question for us now io decide is whether 
we will send a missionary to Chemong besides nominat- 
ing a teacher to take charge of the school, or simply 
confine our efforts for the present to the latter 
point and have religious services conducted as for- 
merly by a minister from some adjacent field. I

In compliance with your request of the 2lst instant 
File No. 172,211-1 to visit Chemong Reserve at an early date, 
I may say I went there this week but unfortunately found 
Mr. Prosser away. I, however, made enquiries as to his 
conduct of the School and found the general opinion 66 be that 
he was not giving satisfaction. The Indians complained thet he 
is not regular in his hours and has absented himself on 
aifferoent occasions, one for a half a day toattend a sale, 
school closed, one day in September last to show a trick bear 
at the Lindsay Fair and fifteen days during the hunting season 
of this Fall when his wife took charge of the School. They 
claim that he stated he had permission from the Department for 
this latter absence. 

They also complained that he sleeps during School 
hours. One little girl of thirteen years of age whom I asked 
to give evidence stated that this happened a number of times 
and that he would put his feet on the desk and lay back in his 
chair. They also complained that he took little interest in 
preparing the scholars for the Christmas closing which has 
always been quite an event with these people and that he would 
not remain himself for the entertainment which took place on 
December 26th. He has had no clock since the Summer holidays, 
it having beenbroken and stored away in the Cupboard,th@ also 
claim that he has no wateh. The School-room had a general 
untidy appearance, seats being piled up an’ in disorder. The 
attendance register is poorly and carelessly kept. I regret 


his absence during my visit and wuld much prefer to heave had

able to have judged as to their accuracy, I may say, 
however, that there did not appear to be any i111-feeling

they do not need his services as a preacher as they are 
supplied each Sabbath Morning from the Selwyn Circuit. 

I fear he is indifferent and lazy and that it 
would be in the best interests of the Department to allow him 
to devote all his time to the educa*ion of his trick bear.

For some time information has been coming to me 
concerning trouble between the teacher and some of the 
people at Chemong- The letter which is enclosed arrived 
this morning and I feel it my duty to forward it to the 
Department. 

I have tried to influence both parties to adjust 
their differences and try to work together at least until 
the end of the school year, but of course it 18 not 
competent for me to take any official action as between the 
teacher and the people. 

Prom Reve Francis Johnson, of Lindsay, the Method- 
ist minister who is supplying the ohurch work at this point, 
I have received a letter which indicates that a very serious 
quarrel has been in progress for some months. IL quote the 
concluding page of his letter as follows; 

“I am sorry for Mrs. Hanes, for if she has been so in- 
discreet as to write on the blackboard of the school and 
call attention of the children to it, I am afraid her use-~ 
fulness is at an end there. She, however, denies having 
written, or said such thing about Miss Daisy Whetung 4s are 
reported by the school children. I consider Mrs. Hanes 
competent and sealous and should do good work somewhere else,

Your letter of the Sth inst. to hand. I thank 
you for the information it contains, also for the aseistance 
you have been to me and for all previous information. Very 
recently, some Indians have called upon us, among them the 
Ex-Chief. We are informed by one that was present at the 
second Special Council that was called for December 2nd, dy 
Chief Whetung, for the purpose of asking for our removal, 
that Chief Whetung was the only member to talk on the subject, 
all the others refused to @iscuse the question, they being 
satisfied. The Whetung family are the only one of fifty- 
five families, that is against us. 


Mr. Hanes has had considerable trouble with Mr. 
Whetung Sr. and son, Chief Whetung, and feels he can endure 
it no longer. He hae been to town to eee a lawyer about it. 
And as advised, has decided to enter a case against the 
Whetungs for assault on Nov. 30th, and also for untrue and 
bad things they have been saying about us by word and in 
notes which we still have, and to have them bound over to 
keep the peace. This lawyer also advised me to enter a case 
against them and have them bound over to peace. I have 
decided to do so. This being settled, we feel sure that no 
more difficulty will arise from the Whetungs. Then all will 
go on peaceably. 


About the complaints laid by Chief Whetung, I 
truthfully @eny writing anything on the board about anyone 
of the Whetungs at any time. And as for Mr. McCue, she 
etill sends her three boys, among them Bertram, and gives 
me no trouble.

A careful reading of my letter of December 6th on 
this matter shows that I made no recommendation for a change 
of teacher. My last communication put the Department in 
Possession of the information which had come to me concerning 
Conditions at Chemong, but made no suggestion that dismissing 
the teacher would provide a solution for the whole matter. I 
did report having used my personal influence with both parties 
toward securing an amicable settlement but added: "Of course 
it 18 not competent for me to take official action as between 
the teacher and the people." 

While we are quite willing and indeed anxious to 
cooperate with the Department in every effort for the good of 
the Indian people, I am not aware of anything in official 
regulatione or in the administration of Indian Affairs which 
Gives the representative of the Missionary Society any right 
to ask for the resignation of a teacher appointed by the 
Department in an Indian School. Developments since December 
6th make it still clearer that anyone lacking legal authority 
in Indian affairs would be ill-advised to attempt a settlement 
of affairs at Chemong. This is clearly borne out by the enclosed 


letter received yesterday from Mrs. Hanes. It is in anewer to 
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a note in which I advised both parties that the information 


in my poesession had been forwarded to the Indian Department, 


and that the matter was now in their hands for decision and 
action. 

If the Department decides that whatever may be 
the outcome in other directions a change of teacher ie 
necessary a6 & result of the difficulty which has arisen, I 
will immediately take steps to secure the application of 
another qualified teacher.

I desire newetver to lay before you a number of 
complaints that have been made regarding trouble at the 
Chemong Indian Reserve for some time past on account of the 
bad management. 

In the first place Chief Dan Whetung was elected 

chief on 16th %ctober 1913 for three years toll October 1916. 

Last spring he notified us he hed been re-elected 
although we did not get notice to attend the meeting, only his 
own voters, and the slection should not have been held then and 
he was nét properly re-elected. 

When the teacher was appointed the €hief' ot De oned 
her that there waa no Mission house in the Village (which was 
untrue) and said he had a house of his own he rented to school 
teachers at $8.00 permonth. The Chief wanted the Mission House 
for himself, and he told people he was going to live in it. He 
objected to the Teacher having a pump and had th taken out. 

He quarreled with the Teaclr and assaulted her 
husband, and was fined for so doing by the Police Magistrate and 
then out ef spite clesed the school and kept the key of the school. 
Parents are compelled to send their children to school, byt were 
net *7Jewsd to do se on account of the action of the chief. 

The Teacher is well qualified and has had fourteen 
year's experience, and no fault can be found with her, but the 
Inspector required certain improvements which the Chief refused, 
and Rev. Mr. Arnup wrote that the Inspector would not go to the 
Village again till a change was made there. 

I applied for the privilege to cut wood at the 
public reserve for those who have no wood lots, and was refused 
while the supporters of the Chief were allowed to cut wood there 


and nothing was done to them, and the Indian agent did not object 
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so far as we knew, The agent does not treat us fairly. 
has secrets with the Chief and acts without consulting the band 
and allows the Chief to act without consulting the band. 

The Indian Act (Section 96) provides that the 
Chief may be deposed fer dishonesty, intemperance, immorality 
or incompetency by the Governor in Council. 

The Ghief was guilty of intemperance. He was seen 
drunk in the Little Windsor Hotel in Peterboro'. He was seen 
one Saturday night last summer taking his aute car near the 
Mission House and the next day several ef the men were seen 
staggering around drunk. 

He was also guilty ef bribery and threatening 
to force people to sign a petition to dismiss the school teacher, 
and telling them if they refused they would be refused credit at 
the stere owned by him and his father. 

I have proof for all the above, and wgret I 

was notrinformed when your officer went to the Reserve yesterday 
so that I could he there to prove my statements to him. I would 


ask to have the present Chief deposed.

vipfted the school, prefering to hear the 


eacher's side ofthe trouble before listening to the Indians, 
I found the Pa in sesaion but a very small attendance. 

Mra. Haines informed me that she understood that the children 

not at school were being kept at home by their parents. Asked 

ae to their reasons for keeping children away from school, she 
told me that she thought Chief Dan Whetung to blatg for the 
parents' actions. She also stated that the Chief had looked the 
school up and that she was unable to re-open it at the proper 
time after the New Year. In ehdeavoring to find out what cause, 
if any, the Chief had for opposing the teacher I had to listen to 
a great deal of church and "Ladies 41d" gossip which aprears to 
have been largely the cause of the present condition of i111, feeling 
between the teacher and some of the Indians. Unfortunately, Mre. 
Haines apreare to have got herself mixed up in church troubles 
and hae not been as careful as she might have been in her remarks 
about certain of the ladies of the church. The climax of the 
trouble seems to have been reached when the teacher wrote the 
word "whore" on the blackboard. There are various versions as 

to what took place and what was said in connection with the 
meaning of the word, In making her explanation of the affair, 
Mre. Haines contradicted the version she gave in her letter to 
the Department. She stated to me that Daisy Whetung's name was 
not mentioned at the time by any one in the school. One of the 
achool boys told me that he heard her connect Daisy Whetung's 
name with the meaning of the word. Mre. Haines, in her letter 


to the Department, states that one of theschool children 
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mentioned the name. Whether or not Mre. Haines mentioned

this persons name in connection with the word does not appear 

to me to be material, especially after hearing all she had to say 
about Mies. Whetung. It was plainly evident from Mre. Haines& 
remarks that no matter what she may have aaid ,she certainly 
believes Miss Whetung to be immoral. But aprt from thie it 
would aprear that the writing of such a word on the board in 
front of a class of children was very unwise. The result has 
been that the majority of the Indians resent such conduct on the 
part of the teacher and refuee to send their childfen to school. 
I regret Be have to say that Mrs. Haines showed a rather 
vindictive spirit in her remarke and I could plainly see that to 
leave her in charge of the school would be useless. However 

good a teacher she may be, she has spoiled her usefulness so 

far as Chemong ig concerned. 

In taking the matter up with the Indians, I found that 
their chief cause of ocmplaint was the afore-mentioned instance 
in connection with Mise Whetung. I also ascertainedthat a vory 
large majority of the Indians were against her and that they 


claimed to be taking such a stand independantly and not for the

Yours of recent date is to hand, ainoatet te the 
decision of the Department to effect a change of teachers 
at this point on March Zlst next. 

The General Secretary and myself concur in the view 
that a situation has arisen at Chemong which so seriously 
discounts the usefulness of the present teachers, Mra.

schoolehouse door, which indicate not merely an attitude of 
personal antagonism to the present teacher but an assumption 
of authority and a disregard of legal rights which,if 
persisted in, could not fail to affect injuriously the 
position and efficiency of any teacher who might be appointed. 
We have reason to fear that the removal of Mrs. Hanes, if 
unaccompanied by any expression in regard to the methods 
above referred to, would seem to strengthen the position 
of thie family in their attitude towards the school. 

This letter is in no sense intended as a criticism 
of the attitude or action of the Department to date, 
which in ite fairness and moderation has earned our

Dear Sir: 


I visited the Indians at Chemong, 
or Mud Lake, last week and discussed with them the 
question of a missionary-teacher for that point. 
You will remember that I mentioned the name of Mr. 
Joblin as a likely man to take up that work. I 
find that there is loeal objection to Mr. Joblin -- 
largely because of his domestic relations with the 
people at Alnwiek, several of which tribe are married 
among the Indians at Chemong. I think, therefore, 
we shall have to drop that name and try to find some- 
one else. 


I discovered that there is a large 
attendance of children at the School there, and the 
people think that one teacher is overburdened with 
the task. There are at the present time twenty- 
eight children in the primary class, and an average 
attendance of forty in the entire School. They 
suggest that next year two teachers be appointed; 
that the teacher in the senior room be a man and 
that he act as missionary-teacher. I pase this on 
for your information, and you will use your own 
judgment when the returns for the year in connection 
with the School come in.

On the 27 28th instant, I visited 
the Mud Lake Indiay reserve, with a view to 
straightening out/difficulties at the school there. 
Miss Gardiner haS given quite good service but is 
very difficult to get along with and the reserve 
ie divided in its allegiance to her. This is 
affecting the attendance and the work of the school 
generally and I believe that some parents of 
Entrance pupils - of which there are 7 - are really 
concerned about their progress. 


The arrangement that Miss Gardiner should 
leave today and be replaced on Monday by Mr. Rome 
was confirmed. Mr. Eastwood understands the 
situation and care will be taken in the future to 
see that the members of the Band do not agitate 
every time there is a little complaint. Both 
factions understand the serious effect of dissension. 
I called at several homes and met the leaders of 
both sides. In September, if there is a suitable 
one-room school with a residence opening, Miss 
Gardiner might be given another chance. She does 
a lot of Sunday school and other Christian work 
after school hours.

The condition of school property is far from satisfactory. 
The building itself is a very substantial one and its archi- 
tectural appearance is rather pleasing, In the planning of 
the interior, however, the interests of the séhool have 
been sacrificed to make room for other purposes, The class 
room is very much too small fer the accommodation of the 
pupils enrolled; it is ill ventilated, insufficiently light- 
ed and improperly heated. At present the air supplied te 
the class-room is conveyed from a room mal ederous from 
tobacco, spattoons and other filth. Later en, when the fur- 
nace is discentinued, and the reem heated by a stove there 
will be absolutely no means of supplying fresh air to the 
Class-room except by means of the windows.

The 
teacher knew of no truant officer. One should be appointed, or if 
there is one, he should be instructed to do his duty. A teacher 
eannot get good results if the children stay away half of their tim 
which is the oase at this school. Some of the Indians complain that 
the teacher is no good, and that is why they do not send théér 
children to the school. As far as I could see from their work eta. 
the children are more advanced and have made better progress than 
under the 01d teacher. 

The inspector has not visited the school thig year. 

There are no pupils in the fourth class. The children say they 
mever have had a wrttten examination until this year. Examinations 
should be held regularly and certificates given to the successful 
pupils. This would encourage the children to try and pass.

He states that the boys’ 
closet is in a very unsanitary condition. I have to request 
that you will arrange to have the closets at this school thoroughly 
Cleaned and put in a sanitary condition as soon as possible, 
No unnecessary expense should be inourred, and properly certified 
vouchers covering the cost should be forwarded in the usual 
manner,
